The faid 
yoy of Sweden immediately communicated this 
vite Duke of Marlborough who was chen at the 
and afterwards to the chief Minifter of this 
xe, who bad receiv’'d the fame News from che 
Of the States at Mambourg. The difad- 
Arcicles to King Auguftus, of which the 
\iiter of Sweden has given out an Extract, have 
memely furprizd all Pcople in General. The Mi- 
ters of Denmark and Poiand would not at fick 
iyieve there was any fuch Peace concluded, the 
winer becaufe the iatter bad a Letier of King Au- 
putus’s own Hand, that imported directly the con- 
wary; but che next Morning the Swedith Envoy 
sified it in Form to the States ; and Yetterday the 
Duke of Marlborough receiv’d Letters from Berlin, 
fing that the like Notification had been made by 
te Minifter of Sweden to that Court. Wo Perfon 
ms fo much aftonifh’d at this unexpected News, 
s was the Ambaffador of Mufcovy when it was 
it told him, but efterwards taking Heart he {aid 
te Czar bis Mafter was powertul enough to 
mke Head againft the Swedes and Poles together. 
The Extract of the faid Treaty is as follows. 

1. That there fhall be Peace and Friendfhip between 
tie 3 Kings. - 2. Compenfation of Damages. 3. King 
juguftus fhall renounce the Crown of Poland, and ac- 
inowledge Sraniflaus for King of that Kingdom, refer- 

ing however to himfelf the Name and Honours of a 

King. 4. King Auguftus promifes to make a Declara- 

toa hereof to the Eftates of Poland, by a Diploma 

n Form. He renounces his Alliances againft the Kings 

ff Sweden and Poland, and promifes roaffift the Czar 

w longer. 6. He annuls all Decrees and Refolutions 

of the Diets that are contrary to this Peace. It thall be 
fee for King Staniflaus to in of femove out of 

Offices and Dignities thofe on whom King Auguftus has 

conferr'd them. 7. Reftitution of the Crown, and of 
the Archives of PoJand carried into Saxony. 8. The 
Princes James and Conftantine fhall be fet at Liberty. 
9. As alfo all other Poles and Lithuanians that are Pri- 
ners in Saxony. King Auguftus promifes his good 
Ofices with the Pope for the Liberty of the Bifhop of 
Pofnania. xo. The Swedifh and Saxon Prifoners of War 
tobelikewife fet at Liberty. The Deferters and Traitors 

tht are in Saxony, and particularly Reinholdt Patkul, 
hall be deliver’d to the King of Sweden. 12. As alfo 
the Mufcovites that are in Saxony. 13. And likewife the 

Colours, Standards, Kettle-Drums, &c. taken from the 

Swedes. 14. TheSentences pronounc’d againft the Ho- 

nour of Collonel Goertz fhall be abolifh’d. 15. This 

Article relates to the Quarters which the Troops on both 

fides poflefs, till the Ratification and Exeéution of the 

Peace. 16. The Cities of Cracow and Tykozin fhall 

be evacuated. 17. As alfo Leipiick, with its Caftle, and 

Wittenberg, and the Swedifh Troops fhall march out 

of Saxony affoon as the Articles of ‘this Peace fhall be 
executed. 18. Hoftiliries in Saxony fhall ceafe from 
thetime of the Signing of the Treaty, and in Poland 

3} Wecks after. 19. The King of Sweden and King 

Avguftus as Members of the Empire, fhall ufe their 

Endeavours in Concert to preferve the Proteftant Religi- 

om aseltablifh'd by the Peace of Weftphalia. And ne 

Alteration fhall be made to the contrary in Saxony of 

Lufatia. 20. If King Auguftus be attack’d on Account 

of this Peace, he fhal] be affifted by the Kings of Sweden 
nd Poland, who befides fhall take Care of his Interefts 
wthe future Peace with the Czar. 21. King Auguftus 
indertakes to ask the Emperour, the Queen of Englan 

and the Scares General,’ to be Guatantees of this peace. 

22. The Ratifications fhall be exchang’d in 6 Weeks. 

Done at Alt-Ranftad the 23th of September 1706. 

Staces having the Mimfters of the 
Porentates thar are in the Grand Alhtance to be pre- 
fen: the 2oth Inftant at an Extraordinary Congrcfs, 
their Depuries for forreign Affurs made a Notifica- 


‘tion to them that gave them great Satisfact:on. 


They own'd that Prance had formerly, by {me 
private Perfons meade gercral Intimations of their 
Willingnefs to teat of Peace, and that laf Win- 
ter the Marquefs d’Alegre had pr-fenred the Srares 
formal Memorial on the fame Svbj rhe Sub- 
farce of which was tead to the Congrefs: That 
they had given no Egi to wefe Advances, nor 


Communicated them to the Allies, becaufe they 
did not judge: them worth imparting co them. 
But, That io October paft the Elector of Bavaria had 
written a Letier to the Duke of Marlborough, and 
another to the Field-Deputies of the States: Which 
2 Letters and the Anfwers that bad been recurn’d to 
them were aifo communicated to the Con 
Which Letters and An{wers are as follows. , 
A Letter from the E.of Bavaria to the D.of Marlborough. 
ME moft Chriftian King, Sir, finding that fome 
Overtures of Peace which he had caus'd to be 
made by private Ways, had inftead of producing the 
Effect of making known his Difpofitions for promoting 
a gen:va) Peace, been look’d upon by ill-defigning Per. 
fous s an Artiiice to dif-unite the Allies and make an 
Advantage of rhe Mifunderflauding that might be crea- 
ted them, has refolv’d to thew the Sincerity of 
his Eatentions by renouncing all fecret Negociations, 
and openly jropofing Conferences,ia which means may 
be found tor re-eftablithing the Tranquility of Europe. 

The moft Chriftian King is pleas’d to Commiffion me 
to inform you of this, and I defire you to acquaint the 
Queen of England with it. 

i give the like Notification, on the Part of the ma& 
Cliriitian King, to the Stares General, by a Letter that 
I heve written to their Field-Deputies ; and he would 
do the like with Regard to the other Potentates that 
are ac War with him,had rhey Minifters fonear at handas 
you are,to receive the like Intimation,he*having no De- 
fignto exclude any of the faid Porentates from the Nego« 
ciation that fhall be begun in the Conferences he propofes. 

Further, for advancing a Good fo great and necefla- 


-ry.to Europe, which has too long fuffered the inevita- 


ble Calamities of War, he confents thata Place may 
forthwith be chofen between the 2 Armies, and after 
their Separation between Mons and Bruffels, in which, 
you, Sir, with whom the Intereft of England are fo 


fafely intrufted, the Deputies the States thall pleafe to 


nominate, and the Perfons whom the King of France 
fhall impower, may open their Intentions upon fo im- 
portant an Affair 

Iam extremely pleas‘d, Sir, to have fuch an Occafion 
to write you this Letter, being perfwaded it will leave 
no Room for making a Doubt of the Sentiments of his 
amoft Chriftian Majefty, which may be fo beneficial'to 
all Europe. 

It will bea Pleafure to you to give an Account of 
this to the Queen of England without Lofs of Time, 
and to whomfoever elfe you fhall think fit; I thall ex- 
pect your Anfwer, Sir, to communicate it to the mot 
Chriftian King ; and fhall be. always ready, Sir, todo 
you Service.

The Anfwer of the Prince and Duke of Marlborough 
to the Eleétor of Bavaria. 

SIR, 

Aving communicated to the Queen my Miftrefs, 
what your Electoral Highnels did me the Ho- 
nour to write to me in your Letter of the arft of laft 
Month, of the Intentions of the moft Chriftian King to 
endeavour to re-eftablifh the Tranquility of Europe “by 
Conferences to be held for that purpofe between Depu- 
ties on both Sides, her Majefty has commanded ‘me’ to 
Anfwer your Electoral Highnefs, that ’tis a Pleafure to 
her to be inform’d of the King’s Inclination to agree to 
the making of a felid and lafting Peace with all the ‘Al- 
lies, as being the fole End that oblig’d her Majefty to 
continue this War till now: She will be very glad to 
conclude it in Concert with all her Allies , on Conditi- 
ons that may fecure them from all Apprehenfions of*be- 
ing forc’d to take up Arins agen after a fhort Interval, 
as happen’d laft Time. Her Majeity is alio willing I 
fhould declare, that fhe is ready to enter joyntly with 
all the High Allies, into juft and neceflary Meafures 
for fetling fuch a Peace, her Majefly being determin’d 
not to enter upon any Negociation without the Partici- 
pation of her faid Allies ; But the Way of Conferences 
that is propos’d , without more particular Declarations 
on the Part of his moft Chriftian Majefty, does not feem 
roper to Her for attaining a truly folid and Jafting 
eace: Their Lorifhip the States General are of the 
fame Opinion. Wherefore your Electoral Highnefswill 
rightly judge, that ‘tis neceflary to think of other more 
folid Means to attain fo great an End, to whiché Her 
Majefty will contibute with all the Sincerity that can be 
with’d, having nothing fo much at Heart as the Relief 
of her Subjeéts and the Tranquility of Europe.-*Your 
Electoral Highnefs will always do me the Juftice, to be 
peifwaded of the Refpec with which I have the Ho- 
nour to ke Ont. 20. 17-6.

In the mean 
time, the Perfons who wereemploy'’d to do this, ha- 
ving done it fecretly, becaufe they were not authoriz d 
to act otherwife, chofe who are not inclin dto Peace, 
have ifinterpreted thofe firft Proceedings, and repre- 
fented them as a Defign form’d to divide the States 
General from their Allies, in Order afterwards to 
ake Advantage of their Difunion. Tis his moft Chri- 
ian Majefty’s Defire to have his real Intentions no 
longer doubted, wherefore he has determin’d co, pro- 
pote, that Conferences may forthwith be open d, in 
which thofe whom he thall empower, may treat with 
thofe whom the Queen of England and the States Ge- 
neral {hall appoint, of the Means for concluding a 
lafting Peace has caus'd the fame Declaration to 
be made to the Duke of Marlborough by a trufty Per- 
fon, to whom I have difcover’d his Sentiments that he 
may inform chac Dake of chem ; and ‘tis with Pleafure 
1 difcharge the Co:nniflion he has given me Co tell 
you, that being pe: waded of your good Will, Gentle- 
men, to contribute to fo great a Good, he would be 
very glad fhould their Lordthips the States empower 
you co affit ac the Conferences propos d; which he 
Confents may be in fuch Place as thall be judg’d 
convenient between the 2 Armies for che Time they 
keep the Field, and afterwards between Bruflzls and 
Mons. I defire you to inform the States of thefe Dif- 
pofitions of che moftt Chriftian King, to which I hope 
theirs will be conformable, for the Quiez and Good 
of Chriftendom.

Eleftoral Highnefs having done us the Ho- 
nour to acquaint us by your Letter of the 2ift 
of O&tober paft, with the Intentions of his moft Chri- 
ftian Majefty to forward the Conclufion of a Solid and 
lafting Peace, in propofing the fending of Depuries on 
both Sidesto fome Place between the 2 Armies, and 
afer their Separatiom to fome Place between Mons and 
Bruffels, to enter upon Conferences on fo important a 
Subjeét, we did not delay to impart it to the Lords the 
States General. Your Electoral Highnefs having made 
the fame Overture to the Prince and Duke of Marlbo- 
rough, their High Mightineffes did not think fic we 
fhould anfwer you before the faid Prince and Duke had 
his Anfwer from England ; That is the Reafon why we 
have not done it fooner. At prefent their High Mighti- 
neffes have order’d us to tell your Ele&toral Highnefs,that 
they have receiv'd with great Pleafure the Affurances 
you give them of the fincere Intention of his moft 
Uhriftian Majefty to feck Means to eftablith affoon as 
may be a folid and lafting Peace with all the Allies. 
Tis jut fuch a Peace chat they wifh for and defire: 
All who know the Inclinations .and Interefts of their 
R-publick, will eafily believe this. The States would 
indeed never have enter'd into the War,could they have 
Maintain’d the Peage with fome Security: Your Elc- 
&toral highnefs knows with what great Pains and Sin- 


cerity they labour'd to that Purpofe; but thofe Efforts 


proving ufelefs, they were conftrain’d to take Arms 
together with their High Allies. for the Defence of 
their Liberty and the publick Safety ; Yer they will be 
very glad to lay them down aff-on as poffible, when 
they can do ir with the Satisfaction of all their Allies, 
and on Condirions that give resfonable grounds to hope 
they fhall not be obliged to take them up again after a 
fhort Interval of Time of which the Examples and 
fhort Continuance of former Treaties of Peace make 
them apprehen‘ive. In the mean while, their High 
Mightine'Tes are ready to enter joyntly with their Alles 
into juft and neceffary Ways that may lead toa 
meral Peace: But that of Conferences propos’d, with- 
out a particular Declaration of his moft Chriftian Maje- 
fty’s Intent'ons, does not appear to them to be proper 
to the. End propofed, (nor has it appear’d to be fo to 
her Maiefty the Queen of great Britain,) no fuch fufh. 
cient Overture having yet been made to them, as they 
could jude ought to be communicated to their Allies, 
well knowing they would find no fatisfa@ion therein, 
Where*ore more proper Means fhould be thought of, for 
attaining this greatend, in which th ir High Mighti- 
geffes will will concur when they fha!! fee berrer Caufe. 
the fincerity of their Defires of Peace being fuAciently 
known, We have the Honour to acquaint your Ele@oral 
Highnefs with their Sentiments, and to affure you that
